Andif ye 
hall perceive your offences to be ſuch , as be 
not onely againſt God , but alſo againſt your 
neighbours: then ye ſhall reconcile your 
ſelves untothem , ready to make reſtitution 
and fatisfaQion according to the uttermoſt 
of your powers , for all injuries and wrongs 
done by you to any ether, and likewiſe being 
- ready to forgive other that have offended 
you, as you would have forgiveneſſe of your 
offences at Gods hand : for otherwile the re- 
ceiving of the holy communion,doth nothing 
elſe but increaſe your damnation.

therefore if there be any of you, which by the 
means aforeſaid cannot quiet his own con- 
ſcience, but requireth further comfort or 
counle], then let him come to me, or ſome 
other diſcreet and learned miniſter of Gods 
word , and open his grief, that he may re- 
ccive ſuch ghoſtly counſe], advice, and come

that by the miniſterie of Gods word he may 
receive comfort,and the benefit of abſolution, 
eo the quieting of his conſcience, and ayoid- 
ing of all (cruple and doubtfulneſſe. ;

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The miniſtration of baptiſme to be uſed in the church. 


T appeareth by ancient writers, that the ſacrament of baptiſme in the old time was not com- 
mox'y miniftred, but at two times in the yeare, at Eaſter and whitſuntide. At which times it 
was openly ninifired in the preſence of all the congregation. which cuſtame nuw being grown out 
of uſe (altbough it cannot for many conſiderations Fe well reftored again) it # thought good to 
follow the ſame, as ncare as conveniently may be. wherefore the people are to be admorſhed,that 
it is moft convenient that baptiſme ſbuuld not be miniſtred but upon ſ«ndayes and other holje 
dayes,when the moſt number of people may come together,as well for that the congregation there 
preſent may teſtifie the receiving of them that be newly baptized, into the number of Chriſts 
church, as alſo becauſe in the baptiſm of infants, every man preſent may be put in remembrance 
of bis own profeſſion made to God iz his baptiſme. For which cauſe alſd it is expedient that bas 
ptiſme be miniſtred in the Engliſh tongue. Nevertbeleſſe (if necelfei ſo require) childrex ma y at 
all times be baptized at home.

The Catechiſme. 


The order of confirmation, or laying on of hands upon children baptized, 
and able to render an account of their faith, according to 
the catechiſme following. 

0 the end that confirmation may be miniſtired to the more edifying of ſuch as ſhall receive 
T: (according to S.Pauls dotirize, who teacheth that all things ſhould be done in the church 
:0 the edification of the ſame) it is thought good, that none hereafter ſhall be confirmed, but 
ſuch as can ſay in their mother tongue the articles of the faith, the Lords prayer, and the ter 
commandments, and can alſo anſwer to ſuch queſtions of this ſhort catechiſme, as the biſhop (or 
ſuch as be ſhall appoiat ) ſhall by his diſcretion appoſe them in» And this order is moſt conue- 
xient to be obſerved for divers conſiderations. : ; | 

Firſt, becauſe that when children come to the yeares of diſcretion, and have learned what 
their godfathers and godmothers promiſed for themin baptiſme, they may then themſelves with 
their own mouth, and with their own conſent, openly before the church, ratifie and confirm the 
ſame: & alſo promiſe that by the grace of God they will evermore endeavour themſelves faith= 
fully to obſerve azd keep ſuch things as they by their own mouth & confeſſion have aſſented unto. 

Secondly, foraſmuch as confirmation is miniſtred to them that be baptized,that by impoſition 
of hands and prayer , they may receive ſtrength and defence againit all temptations to ſmne, - 
and the aſſaults of the world and the devil r it is moſt meet to be miniftred when children come 
to that age, that partly by the frailty of ther own feſh, partly by the aſſaults of the world 
and the devil, they begin to be in danger to fall into ſundrie kindes of ſinne. 

Thirdly, for that it is agreeable with the uſage of the church in times paft1whereby it was Or 
dained that confirmation ſhould be miniſtred to them that were of perfeft age, that they being 
;vſtrufted in Chriſts religion, ſhould openly profeſſe their own faith, and promiſe to be obedi« 


ent unto the will of God.

Whenall things are ſubdued unto him, 
then ſhall the Sonne alſo himſelf be ſubje& 
unto him that putall things under him, that 
God may beall in all.Elſe what do they which 
arc baptized over the dead,if the dead riſe not 
at all? Why are they then baptized over them?

By our rejoycing which I have in Chriſt Jeſu 
our Lord,I diedaily. ThatTI have foughtwith 
beaſts at Epheſus after the manner of men, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead riſe not 
again? Let us cat and drink,for to morrow we 
ſhall die. Be not ye deceived, Evil words cor- 
rupt good manners. Awake truly out of ſleep, 
and finne not, For ſome have not the know- 
ledge of God. I ſpeak this to your ſhame. But 
ſome man will ſay, How ariſe the dead? With 
what body ſhall they come? Thou fool, that 
which thou ſoweſt,is not quickened except it 
die, And what ſovelſt thou? thou ſoweſt nor 
that body that ſhall be, but bare corn, as of 
wheat or ſome other: but God giveth ita bo. 
dy at his pleaſure, to every ſeed his own body, 
All fleſh is not one manner of fleſh: bur there 
is one manner of fleſh of men, another man- 
ner of fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, ano- 
ther of birds. There are alſo celeſtiall bodies, 
and there are bodies terreſtriall. But the glory 
of the celeſtiall is one, and the glory of the 
terreſtriall is another. There 1s one manner 
glory of the ſunne, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the ſtarres: for 
one ſtarre differeth trom another in glorie. 
So is the reſurreion of the dead. Ir is ſown 
in corruption, it riſeth again in incorruption: 
it is ſown in diſhonour, it riſeth again in ho- 
nour : itis ſown in weakneſſe, it riſeth again 
in power: it is ſon a naturall body , it riſeth 
again a ſpirituall body, There is a naturall bo- 
dy, and there is a ſpiritual body : as it is alſo 
written, The firſt man Adam was made a li- 
ving ſoul, & the laſt Adam was made a quick 
ning ſpirit, Howbeit that is not firſt which is 
Cpiricuall, but that which is naturall, and then 
that which is ſpirituall. 1 he firſt man is of the 
earth, earthie: the ſecond man is the Lord 
from heayen, heavenly. Asis the earthie, ſuch 
are they that be earthie. And as is the hea- 
yenly, ſuch are they that are heavenly. And 
as we have born the image of the earthie, (0 
ſhall we bear the image of the heavenly. This 
ſay I brethren, that fleſh and bloud cannot in« 
herit the kingdome of /God, neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorchprion, Behold, 1 ſhew 
ou a myſterie, We ſhall not all ſleep, but we 
ſhall all be changed, and that in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an cye, by the laſt wump, 


of the dead. 


For the trump ſhall bloyy, ind the dead hall 
riſe incorruptible , and we ſhall be changed: 
for this corruptible muſt put on incorruption, 
and this mortall muſt put on immortalitie.

+ 34 Heſpake the word and the graſhoppers 
came, and caterpillers innumerable : and did 
eat up all the graſle in their land, and deyou« 
red the fruit of their ground. 

35 He ſmote all the 6:. born in their land: 
even the chief of all their ſtrength, 

' 36 Hy brought them forth alſo with ſilver 
and gcold': there was not one feeble perſon 
among their tribes. 

37 Egypt wasglad at their departing : for 
they wereafraid of them, 

38 He ſpread out a cloud to be a covering: 
and fire to give light in the night ſeaſon, 

39 Ar their deſire he brought quails: and 
he filled them with the bread of heaven. 

40 Heopened the rock of ſtone, and the 
waters floyved out: ſo that rivers ranne in drie 
places, 

41 For why? he remembred his holy pro- 
miſe: and Abraham his ſervant. 

42 And he brought forth his people with 
joy: and his choſen with gladneſle. 

43 And gave them the lands of the hea- 
then: and they took the labours of the people 
in poſſeſſion.
